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INTRODUCTORY. 


This  report  is  compiled  trom  the  application  filed  for  State  certificates 
under  the* 'Act  to  protect  stock  breeders  within  the  State  of  Illinois,"  during 
the  year  1891.  There  were  issued  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  certificates 
during  the  past  year. 

The  pedigrees  contained  herein  have  been  verified  as  far  as  practicable, 
by  the  various  stud  books  of  recognized  live  stock  associations  of  America, 
England,  Scotland  and  France. 

No  doubt  inaccuracies  will  be  found,  owing  to  the  indifferent,  if  not  the 
entire,  want  of  method  in  preserving  the  pedigrees  of  stock,  adopted  by  many 
breeders  and  importers.  Where  it  was  possible  to  correct  them  before  the 
certificates  were  issued,  it  has  been  done. 

Again  the  attention  of  owners  and  breeders  of  live  stock  in  this  State  is 
called  to  the  necessity  of  having  their  animals  properly  and  promptly  recorded 
in  the  herd  and  stud  books  of  the  country. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  most  remarkable  improvement  in 
the  class  of  draft,  trotting,  pacing  and  coach  sires,  in  service  in  the  State, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  more  attention  will  be  given  to  the  recording  of  the 
pedigrees  of  their  progeny  than  before.  A  copy  of  the  law  relative  to  false 
pedigrees  is  given  in  this  report,  that  breeders  and  importers  may  fully 
understand  its  provisions  and  appreciate  the  penalties  imposed.

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An  Act  to  Protect  Stockbreeders  within  the  State  of 
Illinois.     In  force  July  1,  1889. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  repre- 
sented in  the  General  Assembly,  That  in  order  to  protect  farmers  in  this 
State  against  damage  resulting  from  breeding  to  sires  advertised  with  bogus 
or  fraudulent  pedigrees,  and  to  secure  to  the  owners  of  sires  payment  for 
services,  the  following  provisions  are  enacted  :  That  every  owner  of  a  sire 
charging  a  service  fee,  in  order  to  have  a  lien  upon  the  get  of  any  such  sire 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  said  service,  shall  file  a  statement,  veri- 
fied by  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  giving  the  name,  age,  descrip- 
tion and  pedigree,  as  well  as  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  such  sire 
is  advertised  for  service. 

\  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  upon  receipt  of 
the  statement  as  specified  in  section  one  (i)  of  this  act,  duly  verified  by  affi- 
davit, shall  issue  a  certificate  to  the  owner  of  said  sire,  a  copy  of  which  certi- 
ficate shall  be  forwarded  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  in  which  said  sire  is 
stationed  or  located,  and  another  copy  furnished  the  applicant,  which  shall 
be  posted  by  the  owner  in  a  conspicuous  place  where  said  sire  may  be  sta- 
tioned, which  certificate  shall  state  the  name,  age,  description,  pedigree  and 
ownership  of  said  sire,  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  sire  is  ad- 
vertised for  service,  and  that  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
filing  of  the  statement  aforesaid,  have  been  complied  with. 

I  3.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  sire  receiving  such  certificate,  by  com" 
plying  with  section  one  (i)  of  this  act,  shall  obtain  and  have  a  lien  upon  the 
get  of  any  such  sire  for  the  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  birth  of 
get :  Provided,  said  owner  or  owners  shall,  within  twelve  months  of  the 
time  of  rendition  of  such  service  by  such  certified  sire,  file  for  record  a  state- 
ment of  account,  verified  by  affidavit  or  affirmation,  with  the  recorder  of  the 
county  wherein  the  service  has  been  rendered,  of  the  amount  due  such 
owner  or  owners  for  saiJ  service,  together  with  a  description  of  the  female 
served. 

\  4.  No  get  of  any  such  sire  shall  be  exempt  from  levy  and  sale  under 
execution  issued  upon  a  judgment,  obtained  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction for  said  service  :  Provided,  that  the  court  rendering  such  judgment 
shall  find  and  certify,  in  the  record  of  the  same,  that  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs 
have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  that  the  progeny  sought 
to  be  levied  upon  is  subject  to  the  lien  created.  And  provided  jurf her,  that 
said  finding,  together  with  a  desci  iption  of  the  dam  of  the  progeny  so  liable 
to  such  lien,  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  execution. 

\  5.  For  filing  certificates,  making  copy  of  such  affidavit  or  affirmation 
the  certificate  of  the  date  of  such  filing,  the  clerk  or  recorder  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  fees  as  are  provided  by  law  for  like  service  in  regard  to  chattel 
mortgage. 

I  6.  The  Illinois  State  Board  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  make  a 
charge  for  such  certificate — not  to  exceed  two  dollars  (#2) — as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  cover  the  expense  incident  to  executing  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

\  7.  The  Commissioners  of  State  Contracts  shall  have  such  a  number 
of  the  annual  reports  printed  and  bound  in  third-class  binding  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  to  obtain  the  greatest 
benefits  to  the  breeders  of  improved  stock  in  this  State,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  said  reports  to  contain  copies  of  the  certificates  issued,  and  such 
other  data  of  especial  interest  to  live  stock  breeders  as  said  Board  of  Agri- 
culture may  designate  for  publication  therein.

Below  Will  be  Found  the  Law  Relative  to 
Fraudulent  Pedigrees. 

\  i.     Provides  penalties  for  obtaining  certificate  of  registration  upon  false 
pretenses. 

An  act  to  punish  false  pretenses  in  obtaining  certificates  of  registration 
of  cattle  and  other  animals,  and  to  punish  giving  false  pedigrees. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  repre- 
sented  in  the  General  Assembly :  That  any  person,  who  by  any  false  pre 
tense,  shall  obtain  from  any  club,  association,  society  or  company  for  im- 
proving the  breed  of  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  swine  or  other  domestic  animals, 
a  certificate  of  registration  of  any  animal  in  the  herd  register,  or  other  register 
of  any  such  club,  association,  society  or  company,  or  a  transfer  of  any  such 
registration,  and  every  person  who  shall  knowingly  give  a  false  pedigree  of 
any  animal,  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  $1,000  nor 
less  than  #25,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.
